Why stress the Cost System 
first? For this one reason, namely, 
one has been careful enough see 
that the proper books account with 
reference the cost system are up-to- 
date, one will position pro- 
ceed with the next step regarding its 
use, which the preparation pro- 
duction records for unit cost purposes. 


Many will say that “It not neces- 
sary plant put all the fine 
and minute refinements the gen- 
eral system.”

trained specialist—in short,

This was the slated subject the 
November meeting the New York 
Bookbinders Guild, and which 
members presented varying views 
the local situation. After the meeting, 
members said had been one the 
most interesting discussions ever held 
Guild session. The Guild follows 
the custom discussing pertinent 
binding problems the monthly din- 
ner. 


the bindery apprentice

was the consensus the mem- 
bers, favoring the training special- 
ists, that book production has now be- 
come allied with the “fordized era,” 
one the members described the 
trend. 


The subject was presented the 
meeting John Kelly behalf 
the Open Shop Group, Employing 
Bookbinders Association New York 
City. During the course the meet- 
ing was stated that books are being 
manufactured the United States 
more cheaply than ever before, despite 
the high wages and overhead, com- 
pared with the European plants, the 
reason being that most book plants 
have adopted the system specializa- 
tion. 


Prefers Specialization? 


was the opinion Louis Saten- 
stein, superintendent The American 
Book Bindery, that apprentice un- 
consciously wants specialist, 
having preference for particular op- 
eration since likes his associations. 
Mr. Satenstein’s experience had been 
that the apprentice dislikes 
shifted. 


Ives Ives Co., Inc., said that be- 
lieved developing apprentices 
specialists but that among them there 
are always one two superior in- 
telligence who can made “utility 
men,” borrow term from baseball. 


Whether apprentice could ad- 
vanced other operations depended 
upon his own initiative, Mr. Kuhlkin 
said, who added that, while the trend 


towards fast production today, with 
specialists, rather than all-around 
workers demand, nevertheless 
plant executive was always ready 
advance any apprentice whose abil- 
ity showed itself mastering 
particular operation and who mani- 
fested keen desire learn other es- 
sential steps. 


President Little’s Views 


This opinion was also held James 
Little, who declared that there 
have always been specialists the 
binding industry and that whether 
apprentice goes ahead his chosen 
trade depends entirely upon himself. 

William Ernst, Frank Fort- 
ney and James Hayes led the dis- 
cussion, which favored more liberal 
training for the apprentice the 
various operations, the basis that 
the apprentice was likely become 
discouraged saw possibility 
learning all the consecutive steps 
and was held down single opera- 
tion. 


This brought the question the 
type young man who now knock- 
ing the doors the bookbinding 
industry. Various members declared 
that the type was not high that 
ten fifteen years ago because 
the desire the average young 
American for white collar jobs and 
their dislike mechanical work. 


Spurring His Ambition 

This was the reason, Mr. Ernst, Mr. 
Fortney and Mr. Hayes said, why 
there should attempt hold 
back the apprentice allocating only 
one operation him and then making 
him feel that there further op- 
portunity. “In other words, must 
dangle something before the appren- 
tice,” said Mr. Fortney. “Unless 
Mr. Ernst said favored starting 
apprentice the sheet room and 
advancing him right along the line. 
“How many apprentices today know 
the different operations producing 
book?”
